SUGGESTIONS OF HIGHWAY AGENT. 


To the Voters of Rye: 


In compliance with the request made at the last annual 
meeting, I herein submit, in connection with the financial re- 
port, a few suggestions for your consideration. 

The adverse weather conditions of last season necessitated 
rather more than a normal outlay for patching and smoothing; 
also the past winter blockades, as you all know, have been an 
expensive situation. 

The question of winter methods has become rather a serious 
one; we are confronted with the possibility of making the roads 
passable for automobile traffic, also to give due consideration 
to the horse user, and I would suggest that the voters decide 
at the coming meeting as to which method they wish to 
finance. 

Suitable material is one of our largest handicaps; we are in- 
deed unfortunate in not being able to procure more clear gravel. 
Although in most parts of the town we depend upon private 
pits, there are scarcely any where it is possible to obtain the 
clear gravel; in some cases it is necessary to handle nearly a 
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load of stones for a load of gravel. It seems nothing short of 
an investment if our voters could agree to obtain a crushing 
plant, suitable to pass the coarse material through, then with 
the aid of a suitable roller, compact material on our roads with 
the wear resisting qualities. 

It is evident throughout the town that it is material that our 
roads need, and if we could bring a portion each year to a sur- 
face, and apply binders to retain the surface, it seems that we 
could at least be in line for more permanent results. 

With the aid of the loading machine purchased the past 
year, we have been able to place gravel on the roads, in better 
grades and at a conservative cost. The incceased appropriation 
has enabled us, besides the usual cost of maintenance, to handle 
approximately 2262 cubic yards of gravel at an average cost of 
$1.31 per yard; the carting distance varied from 14 to 3 miles. 
In conjunction with the oil, we used some 352 cubic yards of 
sharp sand, which not only acts as a blotter, but increases the 
binding surface. 

The bridges have received some necessary repairs; such as 
sheathing and re-inforcing the Wentworth, a new bridge on the 
Marsh road at the east part of the town, new railings on the 
Mill road, and minor repairs on others. Ordinarily we should 
not expect much to be necessary the coming year, although the 
Wentworth bridge, for the past few years, has been a source of 
possible trouble. The time is not far distant when a complete 
re-building will be necessary. | 

The heavy rains of last season illustrated the necessity of 
better drainage in various parts of town, and we have installed 
several culverts and drains, as well as repaired some that were 
broken down.

Funds 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Rye: 

As of Januavy 31st, 1923, the Board of Trustees of Trust 
Funds for the town of Rye holds 39 trusts, with principal ag- 
eregating $11,800.45 and unexpended income on hand amount- 
ing to $362.81. Of these trusts 31 are held on account of main- 
tenance of lots in Central Cemetery, the expenditure of the 
income having been under direct supervision of the Trustees 
of Central Cemetery; seven are for the benefit of the Rye Pub- 
lic Library, the trustees of which are responsible for the ex- 
penditure of the income, and one, Cemetery No. 25, for five 
hundred dollars providing that the Board of Trustees for Trust 
Funds shall use the income for the maintenance of the so- 
called Seavey Cemetery at Lang’s Corner, has been accepted, 
subject to the approval of the voters at the next annual town 
meeting. 

So far as consistent the principal of each fund has been in- 
vested in United States Government securities, the odd 
amounts too small for such investment being on deposit in 
State Savings Banks as indicated in our tabulated report. 

It should be of very great interest to every citizen of the town 
to note the relatively rapid increase in the aggregate amount of 
principal of trust funds since the establishment of this board,

Up to the present the trusts available have been for the bene- 
fit of Library and Cemetery. There are other fields of service 
which might: be of interest to future benefactors of the town in 
the application of special funds to other purposes of civic im- 
provement and community betterment, such as the beautify- 
ing and maintaining of the park at Rye Centre, the equipping 
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of various school playgrounds and the carrying out of other 
public spirited undertakings. ; 

The members of this board feel that the time is approaching, 
if it has not already arrived, when in order to render that 
service which our people all ultimately desire perpetual and 
uniform care for all lots in Central Cemetery should be pro- 
vided through the establishment of proper and sufficient trust 
funds for this purpose. If a satisfactory plan providing the 
general conditions of such endowment could be adopted and 
authority given the Cemetery Board to make all future sales 
of lots subject to such perpetual care it would then be.prac- 
tical in future to have special bequests left to the General 
Cemetery Fund rather than for the maintenance of some one 
particular lot. Under such conditions it would be possible 
through negotiation to secure the transfer of some of the special 
funds to the General Fund. 

In this connection it may be of interest to the citizens to be 
reminded that Central Cemetery is the residuary legatee in the 
estate of the late Mr. Daniel W. Dalton.

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It is our aim to make the coming year the most successful 
year of the Library, noc only in the matter of circulacion 
buc in meeting the needs of the community. Posters urging 
the public to use their Library have been placed in public 
places. Many new books added and lists of them are placed 
from time to time on the bulletin board at the left of the 
Librarian’s desk. 

The plans for rearranging the stacks had to be postponed 
during the re-decorating of the Library, but will soon be 
completed and the following outline may help all borrowers 
find desired material. 

The first two stacks nearest the fireplace hold fiction. 
This is arranged alphabetically by the author’s name, beginning 
at the left of each section. The third stack will offer non- 
fiction. On the first section can be found all hooks of biog- 
raphy, both individual and collective, marked B and B+, 
but arranged by subject, thus bringing together all books 
of one person. All the other books are classified by the 
Dewey Decimal System, the classification number marked 
on the back with white ink. Fourth stack is used for boys’ 
and girls’ books and the fifth for primer and all books reserved 
for Junior High use. 

Reference service should not be limited to the town’s re- 
sources, it should be possible, if we use up to the limit of its 
possibilities the state system of libraries which we have 
in New Hampshire, to bring any bit of information desired 
to the door of any inquiring resident of the town. Applica- 
tion for material on any subject may be made at the Library, 
and an effort will be made to secure it, either by purchase or 
through the state library, the only cost of the latter being 
the postage both to and from the Library. 

We sincerely hope every resident of the town will make an 
effort to get better acquainted with their Library and find 
out what we can do to meet their literary demands.

Report of the School Board 


Citizens of Rye: 


Following the same plan as last year we are giving a full 
and detailed report for the year 1921-22 and a supplementary 
report from July 1, 1922, to January 20, 1923. Cash on hand 
from last year of $7,074, the annual appropriation and _ tui- 
tion received from Portsmouth and North Hampton gave 
us a total of $12,458.24 for the year 1922-23. 

The conditions in the several schools are satisfactory. 
We have an excellent corps of teachers doing good work. 
We again urge parents to visit the schools that they may in- 
form themselves and encourage the teachers. We wish also 
to emphasize the advantage of our Junior High School, which, 
we believe, as at present organized is doing as good work as 
any of the neighboring schools. | 

The matter of protection against fire being brought to the 
attention of the board, fire extinguishers have been placed in 
the Wedgwood School; a fire escape is soon to be erected there. 

The only item of unusual expense this year was the addition 
of two windows at the South School at a cost of $170.00. 
This was a needed improvement and gives entire satisfaction. 
The walls and ceiling of all the schools, with the exception of 
the Parsons School, have been painted or tinted and are in 
good condition; next year the wood work should be painted. 

Complaint is frequently made of the lack of heat at the 
Wedgewood School. Under certain conditions of weather it 
is impossible to get the rooms above 58. We would all ce- 
joice if better sanitary arrangements could be made, but 
without radical changes not much improvement can be ex- 
pected. 

Transportation and High School tuition have claimed the 
-attention of the board. The former is solved for the present. 
It happens this year that some of the children live distant from 
the car lines and other means of transportation had to be found, 
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thus increasing the expense and making a deficit on this ac- 
count for the year. | 

This is a law limiting the charge for High School tuition 
to $55.00. As this amount is now insufficient, the Portsmouth 
Board of Instruction adopted the recommendation of its 
finance committee, which is as follows: 

“The Finance Committee recommends that the tuition 
charge in the High School and Junior High School be increased 
from $55.00 to $70.00. The committee further recommends 
that the excess of $15.00 be made a charge upon the parent or 
guardian and that this recommendation be reported to the 
school boards in the towns interested.”’ 

It is the opinion of the board that this increase is perfectly 
fair and just, but 1t should be paid from the school funds, 
thus insuring a ‘Public School.” We therefore ask for an 
appropriation of $285.00 to refund the.amount paid by 
parents. 

Ic seems increasingly evident each year that something 
should be done to lessen the strain on the teachers in the 
elementary schools. The six-grade school does not meet 
present day requirements and is rapidly being replaced by 
the consolidated school. It may be recalled that in the report 
of our superintendent last year failure in some of the “standard 
tests” was attibuted to our six-grade organization and the con- 
sequent inability of our teachers to successfully accomplish 
the work. His suggestion that provision be made for another 
room at the Wedgewood School for the fifth and sixth grades 
is worthy of consideration. That we may secure an cxpres- 
sion of opinion, if not accomplish the end sought, we have 
placed an article in the warrant to see if the town will 
appropriate money for this purpose. 

Comparing the supplementary report with that of last 
year gives the impression that we are financially as well off, 
when, in fact, it is much less favorable owing to the increased 
cost of fuel and transportation, which have, as yet, been only 
partly paid for, and also because payment of the per capita 
tax has been delayed. 
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We submit the following budget for 1923-24:
